Selectmen candidates offer views

April Town Meeting voters 
will decide if timing is right for 
the town to either use free cash 
or borrow $500,000 to design a 
new senior center.

Selectmen 
chairman John Hess and select 
men candidate Alex Vispoli 
said they approve of the land

“(I will vote) yes on the land 
transfer, and yes on the design 
money. However, I would like 
to see the source of the money 
be bonding,” said Hender 

Hender said he wants the 
town to cover the $500,000 for

The Scarpa family has been following the 
Lady Warriors for eight years. Jeannie 
Scarpa said her three kids — Alicia, 11, C.J., 
9, and Nick, 7 — love the excitement of the 


game, and like many youngsters can idolize 
the high school sports heroes of Andover. 

“It’s an inexpensive night and the kids 
love it,” said Jeannie Scarpa. “We're a bas- 
ketball family.”

| rectifies 7-month 
~ compliance lapse 


_ Issue resolved this week

The Andover Youth Foundation — the private 
group raising money to build a $4.3 million youth 
center for the town — spent the last seven months 
| out of compliance with state regulations for public 
charities, according to the Attorney General's 
office. 

The foundation resolved the issue by hand- 
delivering a packet containing paperwork for 
AYF’s 2002 earnings to the Attorney General Divi

When elected officials meet 
behind closed doors, a written 
record must be kept describing what 
they discussed. Secret meetings — 
referred to as executive or closed 
sessions by officials - are allowed 
under Massachusetts law when the 
matters being discussed meet specif- 
ic requirements. But in Andover, 
secret-meeting notes can await 
approval for nearly two years after a 
meeting — and even when they are 
obtained, can give little hint of what 
transpired. 

In July the School Committee 
agreed to a document that will 
extend Superintendent Claudia 


Bach’s contract by three years. But 
to look at the notes from meetings 
where crucial decisions were made, 
it would be difficult to know what 
the committee did at that meeting. 

At the meeting, a written “memo- 
randum of understanding” was 
signed in front of members promis- 
ing Bach three more years and spe- 
cific wage increases and other finan- 
cial benefits, said the School Com- 
mittee chairwoman. The only men- 
tion of this event in the committee’s 
meeting minutes was, “Passed 
around memo of understanding for 
C. Bach.” There is no note about 
what the memo contained. 

As School Committee secretary, 


member Dick Collins takes notes in 
the committee's secret meetings. 
Collins said the notes are deliberate- 
ly kept sparse by having them 
reviewed and edited by committee 
members before they are approved. 

“We don’t really vote on it. We 
discuss it and agree and take some 
things out of it. We decide, ‘That 
probably shouldn’t be in there.” We 
do do that,” said Collins. 

Collins said the result is that the 
notes are not detailed. 

“It’s not notes. We list the things 
we discuss,” he said. “From an out- 
sider’s perspective, it doesn’t make a 
lot of sense, but that’s the way it is.”

Records at the Attorney General’s office show 
only 2000 and 2001 earnings for AYE. Public 
Charity 2002 forms including the 990-EZ income 
tax forms were never filed. An extension was 
granted, but expired on Aug. 15, 2003. A request 
for a further extension was not filed 

Because of the lapse in paperwork, AYF was 
not in compliance with the state’s requirements for 
public charities and as of mid-August had been 
operating as a charity without certification 

A valid certification is required to host fund- 
raisers such as the recent telethon, and selling 
Christmas trees or other merchandise

onto the money that was raised 
out of compliance. “It should be 
fine.” said Welford. “We have 
received their charity forms.” 

Robert Lavoie, AYF lawyer. 
said he was not aware that AYF 
had fallen behind in its paper- 
work or that the organization 
was out of compliance. Within 
24 hours. he made sure the 
forms were filled out and signed 
by AYF members and hand- 
delivered to the Division of Pub- 
lic Charities in Boston. 

“Our systems are now in 
place so that timely filings won't 
be a problem.” said Lavoie. “I’m 


going to add it to my task list as 
corporate counsel.” 

Larry Larsen, AYF president, 
said he knew the group was 
behind with handing in charity 
forms, mentioning the founda- 
tion relies heavily on its volun- 
teers who support the cause. 

He said the small group run- 
ning the fund-raising efforts 
have other jobs and life distrac- 
uuons, but the cause is important 
to them. He said an administra- 
tor, Tracy Layne, was hired in 
September to help keep the 
group organized, but she started 
working for the foundation after 
it had already fallen behind. She 
is the only employee of the 
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foundation. Layne declined to 
comment. “Basically, she was 
hired as an organizer,” said 
Larsen. 

Larsen said Layne has 
improved AYF, and, through her 
computer database in the AYF 
office at Old Town Hall, can 
track every pledge and the totals 
of actual cash given to the foun- 
dation. “We know where every- 
body stands with respect to the 
pledges,” said Larsen. 

Members of AYF have been 
reluctant to share the total 
amount of donations raised in 
the past. Larsen said he would 
work on getting a breakdown of 
where all the money has come 
from, but said it could take a few 
weeks to do so. For now, he 
offers an estimated total: $2.9 
million in pledges and collected 
donations. “That's about as care- 
ful of an estimate as I can give.” 
said Larsen. 

Larsen said “a corporate push 
and two large gifts” could be all 
it takes to meet the $4.3 million 
goal to build the center. 

“2004 should really be the 
year,” said Larsen. 

Documents from the Attor- 
ney General's office only show 
actual money collected and not 
promised donations or pledges. 
That collected total is less than 
$1 million, as many large donors 
prefer not to turn over the money 
they pledge until late in the 
process.

Selectmen's secret-meeting 
notes are edited as many as three 
umes before being made public. 
Town Manager Buzz Stapezyns- 
ki takes notes at the secret meet- 
ings by hand, he said. He later 
dictates his notes — in bullet fash- 
1on — to his secretary, he said. 
Stapezynski said he transcribes 
the notes three or four times a 
year, meaning his handwritten 
notes can sit for four months 
before being typed 

Once Stapezynski's notes are 
transcribed, they are sent to 
Town Counsel Tom Urbelis to 
review and edit, said Stapezyns- 
ki. Then, they are given to the 
selectmen to approve to be 
released. The most recent set of 
notes selectmen have approved 
to be released is from a meeting 
on May, 20, 2002 

Selectmen Chairman John 
Hess said he has complained 
about the amount of time it takes 
Stapezynski to bring back notes 
Irom secret meetings. “I raised 
that myself the other day. I think 
they should come out faster.” 
said Hess. But he said he under- 
stands why this is not done more 
quickly. “There’s a practical 
limit of what the staff can do.” 
said Hess. 


Reasons for secret meetings 
There are nine specific

exemptions (see box) to the 
Massachusetts Public Meeting 
Law that allow leaders to meet 
in secret. These exemptions have 
been laid out and explained in a 
set of guidelines published by 
the Massachusetts Attorney 
General’s office.

The School Committee and 
Board of Selectmen are the town 
boards that most often meet in 
secret session, said Stapezynski. 
The Finance Committee and 
Planning Board also meet in 
secret session, he said. 


State standards 

Investigating complaints 
about the quality of meeting 
minutes from cities and towns in 
Massachusetts is one of the jobs 
of Alan Cote, director of public 
records for the state Secretary of 
State. Cote said discussions held 
in secret should represent what 
happened in the meeting. “The 
minutes should reflect with sub- 
stantial detail what happened at 
the meeting.” said Cote. “It has 
to serve as a record of what was 
disc ussed ‘i 

Cote said the notes from 
secret meetings should not differ 
much from minutes from an 
open meeting. “They should 
substantially be of the same 
quality. They should both be of 
substantial detail.”

Leaders’ reaction 

Hess, School Committee 
Chairwoman Tina Girdwood 
and Town Council Tom Urhelis 
admit that notes from executive 
session are not as detailed as 
notes from open meetings, but 
each offered a different explana- 
tion as to why that is. 

Urbelis said without a tape or 
a paid secretary it is “absurd” to 
expect notes to meet the same 
standard of open session notes. 
Urbelis said it would be too cost- 
ly to hire a secretary. 

Hess said a regular secretary 
could not attend the meetings 
because they are confidential and 
should only involve the decision- 
makers. Still, Hess believes the 
quality of the notes from execu- 
live session is appropriate. “I 
haven't seen any problem with 
it. I think they generally capture 
what was discussed. I think the 
important thing is what is the 
decision that was made.” 

Girdwood said executive ses- 
sion notes were kept sparse 
because the topics discussed in 
executive session are confiden- 
tial and should not be read by the 
public. “Ours are certainly not as 
detailed.” said Girdwood. Gird- 
wood also said if there is a dis- 
parity between secret-meeting 
minutes and public meeting min- 
utes it may be because open 
meeting minutes are more 
detailed than they need to be.

OPEN MEETING LAWEXEMPTIONS  —S| 


The exemptions are meant to allow officials: 

* To help strategize in negotiating labor contracts 

* To discuss a person's character or reputation 

* To discuss disciplinary measures or dismissal of a public employee 
* To discuss security issues 
* To investigate charges of criminal misconduct or criminal complaint 
* To consider the purchase, exchange, lease or value of real estate if 
open discussion would have a detrimental effect on the negotiating 
position of the governmental body 
* To comply with the provisions of any general or special law or federal 
grant-in-aid requirements 
* To consider and interview applicants for employment by a preliminary 
screening committee, if an open meeting will have a detrimental affect 
in obtaining qualified applicants 
* To meet or confer with a mediator to discuss litigation — decisions to 
mediate must be made in public session and the parties involved and 
purpose of the mediation must be disclosed. Action taken as a result of 
the private mediation must be discussed and approved in open session. 


COMPARING COMMITTEES 


Former town leaders Larsen and 
Robb say town could be more open 


Andover residents Don Robb 
and Larry Larsen were each on 
town boards at different times 
during the late 1970s, 1980s and 
1990s. They both said more cur- 
rent town business should be 
conducted in the public eye. 
Robb said when he sat on the 
School Committee and Finance 
Committee — he spent 10 years 
on each board — executive ses- 
sions were used much less fre- 
quently than they are today.

Robb said the biggest change 
he has seen in the way the 
School Committee does busi- 
ness is that current committees 
hold far more secret meetings 
than they did during the 1980s 
In recent years, the School 
Committee has met regularly in 
secret session for an hour before

that they meet secretly more 
often. He said his former com- 
mittees only met secretly before 
Major contract negotiations. 
During the 10 years he sat on the 
Finance Committee, it met 
secretly about five times, he 
said.

Robb said residents should 
be able to understand why 
boards meet in secret and the 
reason should be recorded in 
open meeting minutes because 
law requires all boards to meet 
in public and vote to enter a 
secret meeting.

sion. You ought to be able to tell 
what has been the purpose of the 
executive session. People should 
be able to know the topics dis- 
cussed in an executive session, 
even if they can’t know the 
details,” said Robb. 


Larsen 

Larsen said he believes more 
should be done in public, but 
that officials should also have 
more leeway to meet informally. 
He said there must be a balance, 
because decisions should not be 
made outside of meetings. “I 
think we should be very careful 
about how we use executive ses- 
sion. That’s the town’s busi- 
ness,” said Larsen. 

Larsen said secret meetings 
were usually called for proper 
reasons, but it was not always 
the case. “It’s not fair, I think, to 
use executive session to prevent 
political discord. That's not 
proper,” he said. 

Larsen believes there are 
cases during labor negotiations 
when a more public oversight 
would help the town make better 
deals. “In my opinion it would 
help.” he said. “I would have 
chosen it to be open.”

“We thought our (open session) 
minutes were too long at one 
point,” said Girdwood. 

Hess also said selectmen’s 
Open meeting minutes may be 
above standard. “Our open meet- 
ing minutes are probably more 
detailed than they need to be. 
They are more detailed than 
other (Andover) boards.” 


Note-taking pattern 

Girdwood has been a School 
Committee member for nine 
years and said her board has 
always kept abbreviated secret- 
meeting notes. “I just feel that, 
over time, it’s something you 
learn,” said Girdwood. “It’s 
always sort of been that way.” 

Six-year member Collins 
agrees, “This is the definite poli- 
cy and always has been. It’s 
nothing unique to this School 
Committee at all.” 

Former Selectman Larry 
Larsen said he learned about 
open meeting law from other 
selectmen. Larsen believed it 
was illegal to speak about labor 
negotiations in public because of 
things selectmen told him when 
he was elected. “I think it is a 
State law. That's what I was 
told.” said Larsen. 

Larsen knew secret-meeting 
minutes often sat for long peri- 
ods of time before being tran- 
scribed, but was unaware that 
Urbelis - who became town 
counsel early in Larsen’s time as 
a selectmen — also went through 
the notes. “I didn’t know that 
they were expurgated by the 
attorney,” said Larsen. Larsen 
has complained that Andover 


leaders rely too much on 
lawyers. “When I became a 
selectman I became a little disil- 
lusioned by the process. I always 
had the feeling that the first peo- 
ple Andover looked to find out if 
something was OK was the 
lawyers,” he said. 

Urbelis introduces new 
selectmen and committee mem- 
bers to open meeting law, but 
would not talk to the Townsman 
about his advice to leaders (see 
sidebar at right). 

Larsen said when he was a 
selectman the minutes from 
secret Meetings were not equiva- 
lent to minutes from open meet- 
ings. “The records were certain- 
ly less elegant,” he said. Larsen 
said the minutes gave little indi- 
cation of the feelings behind the 
discussions. “They certainly 
don’t capture the passion or the 
flavor of the discussion,” said 
Larsen. Larsen said he thought 
public record would have bene- 
fited by having a paid secretary 
take the notes because the town 
manager had other business to 
attend to. “It didn’t seem to me 
that it’s a priority,” he said. 

Former School Committee 
member and Finance Committee 
member Don Robb said proce- 
dures have changed since he was 
on the boards.

the largest item that described as an absolute 
requirement in the current budget gap is the 
additional money to meet the state mandate for 
the time on learning at Andover High School.

Since the preliminary school budget was 
developed, the high school principal has recent- 
ly announced that he can meet the time-on- 
leaming state mandate with less than the origi- 
nal estimate of $692,000. Clearly this will nar- 
row the gap by yet an unknown percentage. 
This also underscores that the assumptions in 
both the budget request and available revenues, 
will change and project a more accurate picture 
of the final budget gap 


actions of Town Meeting. 

The town manager's budget for town depart- 
ments is $24,500 over FY04. The superinten- 
dent's is $2.1M over FY04 — with three compo- 
nents of roughly $700,000 each — expenses to 
maintain level services; compliance with require- 
ment of 990 hours at AHS; and special education 
growth. Neither has included cost of living 
increases, pending negotiations. To date about 
half the town department heads have discussed 
their budgets with selectmen. The school budget 
is pending. Until I have finished this process, it is 
difficult to make specitic suggestions. 

However, I expect the shortfall will be reduced 
or eliminated. Some ideas I am considering:

Guillmette does not have health 
insurance so his brother put in a call 
to Andover Chief Chuck Mumane 
Mumane and Fire Lt. Jim Cuticchia 
contacted the International Fire- 
fighters Association, which paid 
the large ambulance bills to trans- 
port Guillmette to Methuen 

Guillmette is the father of three 
young children, a son, 13, and 
daughter. 9, with a former wife, and 
an §-year-old son with his girlfriend 
Hazel Houle, with whom he lives 
in Lawrence. 

Doctors do not promise that 
Guillmette will awaken from the 
coma — and he had not as of Tues- 
day — but they gave good chances 
of a full recovery if he does, said 
Houle. “We have faith that he will 
wake up and make a full recovery.” 
said Houle 


“We're asking people to pray 
for him The more people praying 
for him, the better off he'll be.” said 
Guillmette. 

Residents know Guillmette to 
be a good and trustworthy mechan- 
ic, said Andover resident Meredith 
Price. “This is a guy you could real- 
ly trust. He wouldn't do any work 
to your car unless it was neces- 
sary.” said Price. Stand-in Gulf 
manager Jeff lafrati said Guillmette 
is well-known to customers. 

“If you own a car and you've 
passed through this town, I'm sure 
you've met him,” said Iafrati. 

Guillmette’s brother and Houle 
are working to set up a fund where 
friends and residents can offer 
donations to pay for his hospital 
stay. They did not expect to know 
the details of the fund before 
Townsman presstime, but welcome 
inquiries at their home numbers.

Worth noting 


HE RESIDENTS OF ANDOVER deserve a more thor- 
ough accounting of what transpires in secret 
meetings run by their top elected officials. In addition 
to letting residents know about the thoughts and dis- 
cussions of officials, such notes could also benefit 


new committee members. For instance. new officials | 


could review old minutes to learn how the town and 
unions approached previous contract negotiations. 

A simple solution to providing more information 
would be for officials to take better secret-meeting 
notes. If officials are unwilling to do so, residents 
could contact the state, or insist on the town taping 
such meetings. In 1999, residents were upset enough 
with officials to approve a Town Meeting article for 
taping secret sessions — despite the objections of the 
selectmen and Finance Committee. Hopefully, resi- 
dents will not ever feel so shut out that they believe 
such measures are needed again. Officials can ensure 
they do not by improving their secret-meeting notes. 


Details worth addressing 


HEN THE ANDOVER YOUTH FOUNDATION has 

built the youth center awaited by generations of 
Andover teens, its problems in filing paperwork with 
the state will seem inconsequential. For now, howev- 
er, it was worth bringing to its attention that its certi- 
fication to operate as a charity had lapsed. That is 
because a failure to address such details could ulti- 
mately lead to problems with raising funds. It is cru- 
cial for such details to be addressed. in part because 
residents remember the failure of a similar, private 
Andover group looking to build a senior center. The 
Andover Youth Foundation, of course. is a different 
group. To the credit of its members, AYF did tackle 
the compliance issue quickly this week.

Although sexual 
preference is really a private 
matter, homosexual preferences 
have become a public matter, 
starting 10 years ago in the Clin- 
ton-Gore administration. We 
believe homosexual behavior is 
a perversion because, in our 
opinion, the primary purpose of 
sex 1s human procreation. From 
a religious standpoint, procre- 
ation is sanctified by the mar- 
riage of one man and one 
woman. A same-sex partnership 
of one man and another man, or 
of one woman and another 
woman, 1s not marriage. More- 
over, such a partnership perverts 
the purpose of marriage: to sanc- 
tify the procreation of human 
beings. We do not threaten their 
freedom of homosexual prefer- 
ence, but they should not have 


society s approval in the form of 


marriage. 
Our final point concerns the 
legal process. Unlike liberal 


magistrates and homosexuals in 
California and New York who 
have taken the law into their own 
hands, we believe in the rule of 
law and in the constitutional 
process. Accordingly, a constitu- 
tional amendment is now needed 
to overturn the ruling of the 
Massachusetts Supreme Judicial 
Court. We strongly believe four 
activist judges should not change 
centuries of legal, social and reli- 
gious precedents that have clear- 
ly defined marriage as between 
one man and one woman. This 
concept should be codified in a 
constitutional amendment. 
Elected representatives at all lev- 
els of government have an oblig- 
ation to allow the electorate to 
vote on this amendment. Their 
job is to represent the interests of 
all the people, not just their per- 
sonal or political interests, and 
certainly not the interests of a 
vocal minority who seeks to add 
another moral abomination to 
the other abominations that this 
country has been asked to “toler- 
ate” and to legally sanction.

Rematch with Minnechaug is Sunday at the FleetCente

It's called peaking at exactly the right time. 

The never-cease-to-amaze Andover High 
girls varsity basketball team, playing with 
remarkable but not unexpected poise and confi- 
dence, has confounded the experts and hacked 
its way through the tournament jungle to arrive 
at another state championship game. 

That contest is set for this Sunday evening at 
the FleetCenter (5:45 p.m.), and it just so hap- 
pens to be a juicy rematch with familiar foe Min- 
nechaug Regional of Wilbraham. 

Last year at this time these same two got 
together in the state final at the Worcester Cen- 
trum, and a three-point play by Samantha Hugh- 
es with less than one second on the clock 
enabled the Lady Warriors to squeeze out a pul- 
sating 48-47 victory. 

Minnechaug took the final step towards its 
berth Tuesday night when the Falcons pulled 
away in the closing minutes for a 55-45 victory 
over Gardner in their Central-Western Mass. title 
game at the University of Massachusetts Mullins 
Center. 

In the other State Division 1 semifinal 24 
hours earlier at the Fleet, the Lady Warriors 
almost made it look too easy with a convincing 
57-43 triumph over previously-undefeated Divi- 
sion | South champ Dartmouth. 

Two nights earlier, the reigning Massachu- 
setts champs shocked previously-undefeated 
Eastern Mass. No. 1-ranked Lynn Classical, 64- 
57, in the North final at Tsongas Arena in Low- 
ell. 

Prior to that AHS won this season’s rubber 
match with Merrimack Valley Conference 
archrival Central Catholic in the semifinals, 47- 
43. 

It was the fourth consecutive North final for 
the locals, who dropped a 56-54 heartbreaker to 
Cambridge Rindge & Latin and a 61-42 decision 
to Somerville before getting it right last March 
with a 46-32 triumph over Lowell. 

“Whatever happens Sunday — no one 
thought we’d be in this position,” said Andover 
head coach Jim Tildsley. “We're already way 
ahead of expectations.”

AHS head coach Jim Tildsley 
stood in the runway at Tsongas 
Arena with his team and members 
of then-undefeated Lynn Classical, 
waiting for the East Boston-Salem 
Division 2 boys game to end. 

“I never expected us to be here 
again this year,” he said. “But now 
that we are we have a good shot at 
winning this.” 

After some shaky minutes in the 
first half the Lady Warriors proved 
him right. handing the top-seeded 
Rams their only loss of the season 
while punching a ticket to the state 
semifinals at the FleetCenter. 

Andover trailed by as many as 
10 points (31-21) in the first half, 
plagued by numerous turnovers and 
an inability to penetrate Classical’s 
active zone defense. 

The locals also had no answer 
for Ram-tough six-foot senior center 
Monique Lee. 


But with Lee (two fouls, ankle 
injury after collision with Ashley 
McLaughlin) sitting out the final 
four minutes of the half, Andover 
used a mini-run to close the gap to 
33-27 at the break. 

Classical boosted the lead back 
to 11 points (44-33) early in the sec- 
ond half, before Andover suddenly 
flicked the switch and shifted into 
championship mode. 

Meagan Merinder, Matia 
Kostakis, Liz Pallotta and 
McLaughlin began dominating the 
boards, while Jackie Powers and 
poised freshman Maggie “Scooter” 
Cosgrove produced several key 
steals. 

The Lady Wamors took control 
and outscored the rattled Rams, 31- 
13, the rest of the way. 

Kostakis had 10 points in the 
second half, Powers eight, 
McLaughlin seven and Liz Pallotta 
six to account for 31 of the North 
champs’ 37 in the final 16 minutes. 

“I wasn’t too concemed at half- 
time,” said Tildsley. “I wasn’t 
happy with the tumovers, the lack- 
adaisical play at times and giving up 
33 points. Even so, things weren't 
that bad. We were only down six 
and it could have been a lot worse. 

“I was told every team in the ear- 
lier games that trailed at halftime 
had come back to win. Hearing that 
helped. 

“Our girls were immense on the 
boards in the last 10 minutes. We 
got a ton of offensive rebounds,” 
said Tildsley. 

“We slowed play down in the 
second half, and after falling behind 
by 11 we went back to our 1-1-3 
zone. We pressured the ball and 
caused some bad passes and rushed 
shots. Our girls also did an excellent 
job with weakside help on defense.”

Three months of exhiliarating bas- 
ketball should not be wiped out by 32 
excruciating minutes 

However, human nature being what 
it 1s, eight days after the final game it’s 
possible the reality still hasn’t fully hit 
home for members of the Andover High 
boys basketball team, their coaches and 
their legion of diehard fans, 

The 2003-04 season was not sup- 
posed to end this way, with an unexpect- 
ed loss bringing it to a screeching halt. 

Instead it was going to be the incom- 
parable Chris Vetrano, triumphant 
2,090-point scorer, being hoisted on All- 
Scholastic gridder Phil Perkins’ shoul- 
ders to snip down the FleetCenter nets 
this Sunday night. 

Forget about WrestleMania. This 
was going to be WarriorMania on the 
same night at the same time 

If the Celtics wouldn’t let the state 
champs pilfer the nylon — a triumphant 
lap around the parquet with the Massa- 
chusetts State Division | championship 
plaque held aloft would suffice. 

Everything seemed to be in place. 

The picture of Andover’s Boston cel- 
ebration had come into clearer focus 
with every passing day since early 
December. 

The Golden Warriors were on a deli- 
cious roll and no one was going to step 
between them and their first state cham- 
pionship banner in 34 years. 

Unfortunately, a rugged and dogged 
Acton-Boxboro team had other ideas. 

The gritty Colonials refused to coop- 
erate, derailing the AHS Express and put 
tng an end to a 21-win dream season 11 
days and four wins shy of that ever-elu- 
sive title 

The upset-minded Colonials stunned 
coach Dave Fazio’s No. 2 seed, 64-59, 
before a rollicking full house of 3,000 
fans at Salem High 

It was a devastating defeat. 

The kind of unexpected, out-of-the- 
blue loss that sucks the life out of the 
vanquished and proves once again how 
fragile and fleeting success can be in any 
high school state tournament 

Coach Fazio, who many times pro- 
fessed his fondness for this team’s big 
heart and unflagging determination, was 
especially hard hit 

Fazio wears his emotions on his 
sleeve and was particularly close to this 
year’s seniors. 

The locals lost despite one final pair 
of Herculean efforts by two of those 
seniors — Vetrano and Jack Barrett — a 
curtain call that mimicked so many other 
memorable performances by the back- 
court aces the past three years. 

The dynamic duo combined for 52 of 
the 59 points, including Barrett’s 1,000th 
in an Andover uniform. But the top- 
heavy scoring from the 1-2 power punch 
couldn’t get it done this time 

They undoubtedly would have trad- 
ed personal glory in a heartbeat for Vic- 
tory No. 22 and a third meeting with 
longtime archrival Central Catholic in 
the North final at Tsongas Arena in Low- 
ell. 

Easy pickings 

Andover, talented overachievers 
from Day One, entered the A-B game 
after making tournament dominance 
look ridiculously uncomplicated by 
trouncing Peabody, 70-47, in the quar- 
terfinals and routing Somerville, 79-55, 
In a first-round romp.

Arguably the hottest team in the 
state, the locals were 7-1-4 in the 12 
games prior to the tourney 

Coaches McCarthy, Kristi Keller 
and Phil Ternullo’s crew then opened 
MIAA Division 2 Tournament play 
with a 10-2 romp over Marblehead in a 
first round game at Ryan Arena in 
Watertown.

Deso said he has not heard 
yet how many time-on-learning 
hours the administration consid- 
ers AHS to have since the DOE 
told Andover in a January meet- 
ing that Andover was conserva- 
tive in its 860-hour estimate. “I 
haven't seen information since 
the meeting. It seems to me it 
should be done. It seems to me a 
logical outgrowth from the 
meeting,” said Deso. 


Deso said the administration 
has already presented a lower 
cost for hiring teachers than it 
earlier projected. As a result, he 
does not support spending the 
superintendent's budget request 
for $692,026 to meet the man- 
date and welcomed the work 
done to lower the estimate. “We 
just need to continue down this 
road and get this as lean and effi- 
cient as we can get it,” said 
Deso. 

Deso said he did not know 
what process the administration 
was following, but thought the 
AHS course lists should be 
looked at to see if academic 
courses with fewer prerequisites 
could be added to the schedule.

Silber- 
stein said the 12 teachers can be 
hired without creating a budget 
deficit. 

In hiring teachers, school 
leaders should address concerns 
about what subjects are added at 
AHS, she said. She said they 
should try to find ways to reduce 
the cost of hiring teachers. 

Silberstein said administra- 
tion officials should find out 
how much it would cost to have 
teachers take on additional 
classes versus hiring new teach- 
ers. She said from her own cal- 
culations it will not help much, 
but she would like to see an offi- 
cial analysis.

Monks stop at Raytheon

Brother Gyoway Kato 
said the snow didn’t bother 
him as he walked through 
Andover on Monday. Wear- 
ing a yellow rain poncho 
and holding a Japanese 
drum in the shape of a ten- 
nis racket, Kato said long 
walks are a form of prayer 
for Buddhist monks from 
his temple, Nipponzan 
Myohoji Peace Pagoda. 

“It’s not hard. Your mind 
becomes very free and you 
don’t have to think about 
too much,” said Kato. 

Even with Monday’s 
snow, he said most of the 
time the weather was “com- 
fortable.” It was only when 
the walking stopped and the 
snow fell upon him and his 
fellow travelers that spring 
began to feel further than a 
week and a half away. 

Kato is taking part in the 
third annual “Walk for a 
New Spring.” Monks, nuns 
and lay people take a three- 
week-long walk. They leave 
during winter temperatures, 
walking until a new season 
arrives, with their final des- 
tination being the City Hall 
Plaza in Boston on Friday, 
March 19. 

There is a political agen- 
da tied into their journey. 
They hand out flyers that 
read “Toward a Nonviolent 
Future!!"" and express con- 
cern about Boston Univer- 
sity’s plan to build a bio-ter- 
ror lab on Massachusetts 
soil. They stop in at places 
such Andover's Raytheon 
plant - where missiles are 
made under government 
contracts — and join with 
protesters who are calling 
for world piece. They will 
talk about flaws they see in 
the Bush administration and 
the war in Iraq. But mostly, 
their journey is a quiet one, 
set to the beat of handheld 
drums and the chanting of 
soft voices. 

Andover was just a stop 
on the tour. The journey 
began in Pittsfield. The 
group walks 15 to 20 miles 
per day, visiting about 70 
towns and cities in total. 

The monks spent part of 
the afternoon in front of 
Raytheon’s driveway. By 
nightfall they stood in front 
of Old Town Hall accompa- 


nying local protesters from 


the Merrimack Valley Peo- 
ple for Peace. 


With large wooden | 


sticks, the monks softly 


beat on their small drums | 


covered with plastic bags to 


protect them from the snow | 
and rain. Their voices | 
chanted “Na Mu Myo Ho | 
Ren Ge Kyo.” Their eyes | 


stared straight ahead as the 
evening traffic of Main 
Street began to die down. 

“These vigils are hap- 
pening in many towns 
throughout the country,” 
said Brother Tow-bee 
Keyes. 

“Why are we walking? 
Walking is a practice of an 
order. Walking is a prayer, a 
prayer for peace. We're 
going from this winter of 
suffering and violence to a 
spring of awakening,” said 
Keyes. 

Keyes and Kato have 
taken other long walks and 
seen a good deal of the state 
and the world traveling by 
foot. Kato said he once took 
part in a 13-month walk. 
The monks say the first 
Walk for a New Spring was 
in response to the Sept. 1 
attacks. 

“It started after 9/11. 
People were very afraid, 


afraid of what they saw |

happening,” said Keyes. 
“People bear witness to 


what is wrong with our | 
country.

the projects is a capital asset with several 
years of life expectancy and qualifies for 
long-term financing. Specifically, the senior 
center design ($500,000) should be included 
in the complete cost of the building. The 
design money can be borrowed for a period 
of two years at an annual cost of about 
$15,000 and then borrowed for a longer term 
with the construction (that’s an assumption, 
too) costs. The fire rescue ladder truck 
($600,000) will have a useful life of at least 
10 years, and the Collins Center HVAC 
replacement ($475,000) should have a useful 
life of 15 years. Those acquisitions can be 
bonded to coincide with their usefulness at 
annual level-debt service costs of $78,000 
and $47,000, respectively. That plan allows 
$1,575,000 of Free Cash to be transferred to 
Operating. If the bonding is completed 
before July 1, the net effect is $1,435,000 
available to close the gap. An additional 
$50,000 can be directed to Operating by 
funding the bridge maintenance from Special 
Dedicated Funds, i.e. Chapter 90 Highway 
Funds.

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* Town planner says ‘heavy-hitters’ pay huge dividends

Salute to Business/ Andover Townsman / March 11. 


By Alan Chitoff 

Major corporations continue 
to choose Andover as a base of 
operations, paying huge divi- 
dends for the town. There is no 
current plan to recruit or attract 
these corporations to Andover; 
the plan was made decades ago. 

“If you want to call it inten- 
tional, it was to zone the night 
amount of property for the right 
use. It’s good planning without 
beating the drum and saying, 
‘come up here,.’” says Stephen 
Colyer, the town’s planning 
director. 

Colyer refers specifically to 
the River Road corridor and the 
four quadrants of that inter- 
change with Interstate 93 which 
contain the capacity for about 7 
million square feet of space. 
The area was zoned for manu- 
facturing and industrial use in 
the 1950's, and now is home to 
many of Andover’s most promi- 
nent corporations. 

“That property was zoned 
prior to I-93 being built, and 
some pretty smart thinkers about 


50 years ago said, ‘we've got an 
interstate through here, north 
and south. This would be a great 
place if we're going to have this 
kind of industrial zoning look- 
ing ahead, beyond smokestacks 
and boxcars, this would be a 
good place for it.” 

Colyer explains why many 
corporations choose Andover as 
a base of operations, and why 
some corporations even have 
their corporate headquarters 
here. He says that the town’s 
ability to provide the support 
and infrastructure they need, 
including transportation sys- 
tems, utilities, surplus water and 
sanitary sewers, is the deciding 
factor in many cases. 

“We are fortunate—blessed 
almost, ” he says. 

Colyer also points out that 
many corporations that 
approach his department are 
concerned about their neigh- 
bors. 

“They see corporations such 
as Smith-Nephew, Wyeth Bio- 
Pharma, Gillete and Raytheon, 


all heavy-hitters, and they kind 
of want to be where companies 
like them are located. It’s just 
the right environment,” he says. 

Colyer says there has never 
been a conscious effort made to 
go out and recruit companies. 

“Other communities in the 
area don’t have what we have, 
and a lot of it is because they 
don’t have the ability to serve 
these kinds of industries. You've 
also got the educational institu- 
tions in Boston that sort of pump 
professionals into this area.” 

What is the benefit to the 
town of having such companies? 

“Enormous,” Colyer says. “I 
mean, they pump a huge amount 
of tax revenue into this town 
(see list of Andover’s “Top Ten” 
corporate taxpayers at right). 
And, in addition to paying taxes 
to the town-and they pay a 
ton-they do a lot behind the 
scenes.” 

Colyer says the community 
planners in surrounding towns 
try and support each other. 
When Andover’s planning

Web sites mean business 


Study says small businesses benefit 
from having Web presence 


(NAPSI) — Having a compa- 
ny Web site plays a vital role in 
small-business success. That is 
the principal finding of a new 
study which revealed nearly 80 
percent of small businesses with 
Web sites benefit significantly 
from an online presence. 

A growing percentage of 
small business owners rely heav- 
ily on their Web sites to make 
their sales goals. More than a 
quarter of those who do not cur- 
rently sell products online plan 
to add e-commerce capabilities 
to their sites within the next two 
years. According to the study, an 
effective Web site significantly 
levels the playing field for busi- 
nesses with small staffs and lim- 
ited budgets, by conferring an 
image of stability and allowing 
for complete presentation of all 
products and services. In addi- 
tion, at least one third of the 
companies surveyed said their 
Web sites are the single most 
powerful marketing tools, 


Small businesses that are 
home-based, in particular, often 
suffer from low visibility and 
poor name recognition. But 
these companies benefit from a 
Web presence, since their Web 
site allows them to target cus- 
tomers nationwide or even 
around the world. 

The study found that cus- 
tomers of brick-and-mortar 
retailers with fully functional e- 
commerce sites actually spend 
significantly more, because they 
can shop at their convenience 
online as well as make purchases 
in the stores; while companies 
without a Web presence are 
often left behind, as they remain 
tied to slower, more costly mar- 
keting tools and methods. 

Small businesses that market 
online can also e-mail solicita- 
tions and customer surveys for a 
fraction of the cost of postal 
direct mail. Results from these 
intiatives are often available in 
days. 


New tax laws offer significant breaks 


(NAPSI) — Software acquisi- 
tion can be a neglected line item 
in budgeting spreadsheets, and 
many companies lack clear poli- 
cies regarding software acquisi- 
tion and control. 

Most companies can afford 
to buy the software they need. 
But some believe they can avoid 
this expense by simply copying 
licenses onto additional comput- 
ers as needed. In fact, this prac- 
tice is illegal and violates soft- 
ware copyright laws; and com- 
panies using unlicensed soft- 
ware could be risking their repu- 
tations. 

Smart companies protect 
themselves by budgeting for 
software, both to account for 
existing employee head count as 
well as any unexpected upturns 
in their business that may 
require additional software 
resources during the year. 

There are new tax laws, 
which took effect in 2002, that 
can help businesses acquire new 
software while lowering the fis- 
cal impact. 

Under the Job Creation and 
Worker Assistance Act of 2002, 
Congress enacted a 30-percent 
bonus depreciation provision 


that is available to purchasers of 
perpetual licenses for software, 
under certain circumstances. 
The provision (Internal Revenue 
Code section 168) provides an 
immediate 30 percent write-off 
for the purchase price paid for 
“qualified property,” including 
computer software acquired 
before Sept 11, 2004 and placed 
in service before Jan 1, 2005. 
The 30-percent deduction is 


based on the ‘“‘adjusted basis” for | 
the software, which may or may | 
not equal the purchase price, | 
and is available for the taxable | 
year in which the property is) 


placed in service by the taxpay- 
er. After the immediate 30-per- 
cent write-off, the remaining 70 
percent of the cost will be depre- 
ciated over the 36-month term, 
starting with the first year. Also, 
keep in mind that computer soft- 


ware is normally depreciable on | 


a straight-line basis over 36 
months.
